The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 23, Lines 5-6, "the froth of Claim 1, 2, 3, 4" has been substituted by ~ 
any one of the froths of Claims 1, 2, 3, and 4~. 

The following is an examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record does not teach an aqueous froth consisting essentially of the 
components set forth in Claim 1. As indicated in applicant's remarks received May 13, 
2008, Senda et al. (US 4,540,718) teach a foamable composition comprising a copolymer 
of ethylene and an a-olefin which requires the use of a volatile foaming agent. The 
current amendments to the claims provide for a composition in which such a foaming 
agent is necessarily excluded.
